We never 
take up the Christian Register and read, un- 
der its title, “devoted to Unitarian Chris- 
tianity,”? without feeling disposed to inquire 
of its respected Editor—*How many kinds 
of “Christianity,” do you suppose there 
are? Can Unitarianism be Christianity, and 
Trinitarianism be Christianity too? We be- 
lieve that Unitarians may be Christians,— 
but Christianity is Curistianity—neither 
Unitarian Christianity nor Trinitarian Chris- 
tianity, nor Calvinistic Christianity, nor 
Arminian Christianity—but simple Chris- 
tianity. A contrary admission implies that 
there are multitudes of opposing sorts of 
christianity, and yet that all these sorts are 
Christianity! We do not believe this. To 
our mind, if Unitarianism is Christianity, 
Trinitarianism is not; and believing this, we 
should notemploy any language which would 
imply that the latter is.

Matt. 26: 13, 

Thus Jesus declared, concerning a Woman 
who poured the precious ointment upon his 
head. This was thought, by his disciples, to 
be a waste. They pretended a regard to the 
poor, and had indignation, because the oint- 
ment was not sold to supply their wants,— 
They seemed to be unwilling their Lord 
should receive so much respectfrom this rich 
woman jor else they supposed it was useless to 
pour it upon the body of Christ. But Jesus 
accepted her offering, and commended her 
conduct. And wherever the Gospel should 
be preached, this act should be told to the 
honor of her memory. 

Why should sucha circumstance be told to 
the memory of a woman, but to induce oth- 
ers to follow her example? 

We sometimes hear complaints made jn 
our day, against those who profess friend- 
ship to Jesus, and contribute of their prop- 
erty to promote his cause. Itis Suspected 
that the property Is wasted by those who re- 
ceive it. But is this the kind of charity, 
which thinketh no evil? When property 
given to the professed ministers of Christ, 
to aid them in their missionary labors, some 

yersons will speak as did those who had in- 
dicnation against the woman, whose respect 
for Christ is to be told to all people who 
hear the gospel. They will speak about the 
poor, as though they had much compassion 
on them. But what do such people for the 
poor more than others ho give of their 
property to promote the cause of Christ? 
When we hear people tell about pure reli- 
gion, which is to visit the fatherless and the 
widow, and to keep himself unspotted from 
the world, we very naturally expect them to 
practice as well as preach; then their good 
deeds may be told for a memorial of them. 
For professions are little worth, without 
works of benevolence. And when good 
works are named, itis better for the receiver, 
than for the doer to boast of them. When 
people are so ready to censure others for 
their acts of liberality, it is presumed they 
are not over burdened with such acts of be-

Why should not children and servants, 48 
wellas the poor widow, receive the bless- 
ing of giving as the rich, and honored pa- 
rents and masters? Is it a good spirit, to be 
ridiculing and reproaching those, who fee 
willing to give, or do something for God, an 
Christ, who have done so much for us? 

The laws of New England, generally, 
require each town to support the poor. This 
they are obliged to do. But there are n° 
laws obliging people to send the Bible to the 
heathen. Christ’s commission to his dis¢l- 
ples was, “Go ye into all the world an 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” Has 
this command been fully obeyed? Are not 
christians now bound to send the gospel t© 
their ignorant, and wretched fellow men:
